The Police. 

There is a public demand for im- 
provement in the Police department, 
which your honorable body felt and ' 
heeded when you made wholesale ! 
changes in the personnel of the 
force for the ensuing term. I shall 
devote rov best efforte and energies 
to this particular work, co-operating 
fully with your body, most of you i 
experienced in municipal affairs, and 
asking the aid and assistance of the 
other departments of the city gov- 
ernment, all of which are more oi 
less intimately associated with the 
executive branch. The chief of po- 
lice, an officer whose efficiency has 
stood the test of more than twenty 
years in another department, I am 
assured will co-operate with me in j 
efforts to improve the service, and I 
am hopeful that every officer under 
him will prove to be obedient, faith- 
ful and efficient in the discharge of 
his duties. Rules will be posted out- 
ling what those duties are and the 
chief will be instructed to rigidly en- 
force the rules, and I shall ask the 
council to sustain me in my determi- 
nation to retain no officer on the 
force who persistently violates the 
rules and falls short of the require- 
ments of his position.

or in the city building has already 
been anticipated hy the council. 
There is now an abundance of office 
room on the first floor of the city 
hall for all of th<' officials. The may- 
or should have an office near- that of 
the city clerk and chief of police. 
The clerk should keep his office open 
during business ' hours and 
should be required to keep 
the records of his office in a 
ss-l ike manner and should be 
supplied with a fire-proof vault and 
facilities for filing and indexing all 
city papers and documents. It is 
my purpose to make frequent visits 
to the departments requiring my 
supervision and direction and this 
work will be greatly simplified since 
the offices of the three co-ordinate 
branches of the city government are 
to be conveniently located in the 
same building. 

Needed Improvements. 

There are one or two public im- 
provements that should not be long- 
er delayed. In the construction of 
the stone bridge on Seventh street 
a great mistake was made in making 
it too small. It was not foreseen 
that a considerable portion of the 
city would in twenty years be locat- 
ed west of the river. The bridge is 
now entirely too narrow for the 
heavy traffic over it and for its con- 
stant use by school children and 
other pedestrians, especially so 
since it is soon to be crossed by a 
street railway line. I would recom- 
mend as a temporary relief that an 
iron foot-bridge be attached to the 
south side of the stone bridge, which 
could be done at comparatively small 
expense. 

I would recommend further that 
the question of opening a street 
North Main street westward to the 
McPherson and Fowler additions be 
looked into. A street through the 
Means property, the Dalton brick- 
yard and thence to intersect with 
the handsome avenues laid out be- 
tween said streets and West Seventh 
street would be an important im- 
provement and would greatly in- 
crease the value of property benefit- 
ed. It is probable that property 
owners would he willing to donate 
the land and the improvement of the 
street could be taken up as soon as 
possible. This woyld relieve much 
of the congested travel over the nar- 
row bridge, as it would provide a 
way for vehicles going to North 
Main without the long detour 
through the business part of the

BEETLE WHICH HAS A GUN 

Little In«*ct Fires Off Puff After Puff 
at Intruders and Beats Hasty Re- 
treat Under Its Cover. 

"I want you,'" said an instructor 
at the University of Pennsylvania, 
"to see my new beetle. He fires 
on* a gun." 

"A trained beetle, eh?" 

"No, indeed. This beetle has a 
natural gun, and tires it of his own 
accord. There is no training.

The beetle was a burnished 
blue, with u red head and red legs. 
He lay hidden under a stone in 
his box. The instructor advanced 
his linger slowly; the beetle wait- 
ed, watchful and intrepid; the An- 
ger almost touched the insect, and 
then — puff, a cloud of blue smoke 
Shot out, and under cover of this 
smoke the beetle beat u rapid re- 
treat. 

"Isn't that marvelous?" the in- 
structor said. "And the little 
rascal can emit puff aud puff — can 
fire gun after gun— 19 or 20 to the 
minute.

Stock Law. 

Tho rapid strides made by the city 
during the last few years emphasized 
the fact that we no lor.ger live in a 
country town, but a live, growing, 
enterprising city that must keep 
step with the march of progress. 
One of the relics of provincialism 
that I would like to see abolished is 
the ordinance permitting cattle tc 
upon the streets. This is t 
<• of embarrassment to all citi- 
who point to Hopkinsville as ar 
up-to-date city and it commits us to 
a policy that has long since been 
abandoned by ail progressive cities. 
This question is one that should be 
settled in a business like way by the 
passage of an ordinance to take 
effect not later than April 1st, mak- 
ing it unlawful for any kind of live 
stock to run at large in the city. It 
is manifestly unjust that a heavy 
fence tax should be imposed upon 
the whole city in order that a minor- 
ty of the citizens may be permitted 
to turn their cattle into the streets 
here there there is no pasturage 

Profanity. 

Many complaints have come to me 
from citizens who desire the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance against the 
f profanity and indecent lan- 
guage on the streets and in public 
places. Especial complaint is made 
that prisoners in the city lock-up 
often use the most profane and vul- 
gar language i;; the hearing of the 
family of the keeper and in the pres- 
of prisoners not always as de- 
praved as themselves. Profane and 
obscene language is prohibited in 
the city, when it is offensive to any 
one, and an snforcement of the or- 
dinance would meet the hearty ap- 
proval of a large proportion of the 
people. I hope the law will be better 
observed in the future. 

Patrol Wagon. 

One of the crying demands of the 
Police Department is a patrol wa- 
gon. I am informed that the livery 
bill in this department is usually 
from $20 to $35 per month. Most of 
this is for buggies used in making 
arrests. A patrol wagon and horse 
should be provided and kept near 
the police headquarters and this ex- 
pense of several hundred dollars a 
year thereby saved to the city. The 
same horse could be utilized in case 
an officer had to be mounted to pur- 
sue an offender beyond the city 
limits, as is frequently the case. 

Neglected Ordinances. 

There are many ordinances that 
have so long been neglected in their 
enforcement that their very exist- 
ence is unknown to the public. The 
failure to enforce these laws has. 
caused some abuses to grow up in 
the city that, in my judgment, should 
be conservatively and carefully con- 
sidered. If conditions have so 
changed that it would be unwise to 
enforce these ordinances.it would be 
better to revise them, in order to 
simplify the duties of the officials 
held responsible for the enforcement 
of the laws. I shall not at this time 
point out the laws referred to, 
further than to call your attention to 
the existence of many such. I shall 
enforce all laws given me to enforce 
and shall not knowingly hold myself 
bio to the chargo of neglect 
of duty. 

Standing Committees. 

In arsanging the standing com- 
mittees for the ensuing two years, I 
have made some changes to meet 
the requirements of new conditions. 

The committee heretofore known 
as the committee or. "Water and 
Light" has been enlarged in scope to

other corporations. The committee 

will be known as the Corporations 

Committee. 

In view of the fact that the city 
expects to reach out for more fac- 
tories, mills and workshops. I have 
thought it advisable tn add a new 
committee to be known as the com' 
mittee on Publicity and Promotion. 

It is also expected that the city 
will soon have need of a committee 
to consider a park, a market house, 
a permanent hospital and other pub- 
lic grounds. A committee to have 
charge of these matters will be de- 
signated. 

The Building Committee will also 
have its powers enlarged to includi 
the supervision of such city improve- 
ments as may be made from time to 
time. It will be the duty of this 
committee to grant permits for new 
buildings of all kinds and to see that 
the ordinances pertaining to build- 
ings are carried out. Many buildings 
have from time to time been erected 
the city, in utter disregard of the 
ordinance prohibiting the erection of 
any kind of a covered structure with- 
out a permit from the proper com- 
mittee of the Council. This com- 
mittee will also be given authority 
to inspect buildings already up and 
see that they conform to city ordi- 
nances. The record book of permits 
granted should be kepc in the City- 
Clerk's office. 

Fire Limits. 

There are in close proximity to the 
business section of the city a number 
of dilapidated wooden shed- 
structures that are not only eye- 
sores but constitute a serious men- 
ace to property. I believe the fire 
limits should be enlarged and these 
buildings taken in, condemned and 
removed.

Franchises. 

Hopkinsville is the home of a num- 
ber of large enterprises, some of 
them capitalized at many millions of 
dollars. These great corporations 
pay little if any franchise taxes, and 
ty now has two members, 
both lawyers in the General Assem- 
bly, they should be requested to en- 
deavor to secure such amendments 
to the laws as will make it possible 
to tax all classes of property for city 
purposes that the state reaches for 
state purposes. A proper arid just 
assessment of the corporations of the 
city, that now practically escape 
taxation, would double the revenues 
of the city. 

Obstructing Sidewalks. 

The Chief of Police has been in- 
structed to enforce the law prohibit- 
ing the obstruction of sidewalks. 
This has grown to be a nuisance that 
should no longer be tolerated. Idlers 
have no right to take possession of 
the pavements to hold levees, while 
ladies are compelled to walk in the 
streets. The law is already ade- 
quate and I am sure the good effects 
of its proper enforcement will soon 
be seen. 

The Social Evils. 

Since the days when Joshuasp ared 
the house of Rahab, the harlot, in 
the fall of Jericho, the social evil has 
been one that every city has had to 
deal with. The experience in every 
age has been that this evil cannot be 
surpressed. At best it can only be 
rejulated to some extent. The pres- 
ence of a cordon of unregulated 
bawdy houses just outside the city 
limits constitutes a serious menace 
to the good order of our city and 
unfortunately one that cannot be 
removed without the co-operation of 
the county authorities. Nearly all 
cities, to avoid just this condition of 
affairs, have found it, the part of 
wisdom to tolerate and confine such 
houses to a redlight district within 
their own jurisdiction. The 
will come as these houses multiply 
and extend their zone of baneful in- 
fluence, when this problem may 
have to be solved in some such way. 
Under your ordinances they cannot 
now be taken into the city and regu- 
lated, and while they are outside the 
city limits they cannot be interfered 
with by the city. But some correc- 
tive measures may be and should be 
taken inside the city. There 
ordinance prohibiting street walking 
atnightby women of ill repute. This 
irdinance might be amended to ii 
!ude. streat driving, day or n'ght.by 
the same class of women, 
ble to enforce order to the city limits 
and prevent the inmates from using 
the streets of the city to advertise 
their calling. Good order should be 
especially enforced along streets 
leading to houses of ill fame. The 
noisy night riding on these streets 
can be suppressed by prosecutions 
for disorder and a rigid enforcement 
of all 



morals of the city will, no doubt, 
give confidence to the people, who 
are shpwing much discontent ove 
condition of affairs that the city is in 
■ise responsible for. Our best 
efforts should be put forth to lessen 
a most troublesome en\. 

Sunday Closing 
In my judgment there should be 
material modifications of the present 
iinances on Sunday closing, before 
any attempt should be made to en 
force them, as many good people of 
the city are calling upon me to have 
done. 

Conditions have changed since 
these ordinances were passed many 
years ago. Then it wai made unlaw- 
ful to transact any regular business 
whatever on Sunday, only permit- 
ting the sale of medicines on pre- 
scription, the delivery of newspapers 
for two hours only and the operation 
of railroads. The inforcement of 
this law now would stop ice wagons, 
milk wagons, baker shops, fruit 
stores, soda founts, cigar stands,' 
news stands, barber shops, boot- 
blacks, butcher shops, eating stands, 
telephone exchanges, telegraph offi- 
ces, livery stables; water, gas and 
light companies, undertakers and 
many other interests about which 
opinions differ as to whether or not 
they are necessities. In justice to 
all concerned ,1 would recommend the 
enactment of a new Sunday law, out- 



lining plainly what clames busi- 
ness may be lawfully conducted on 
Sunday. I regard this as one of the 
important matters that should re- 
ceive your early attention. 
Board of Health. 

The annual report of trie Board of 
Health will at your January meeting 
be submitted to your honorable body, 
making certain recommendations 
looking to sanitation that I commend 
to your careful consideration. We 
cannot afford to overlook the health 
of our citizens and our bitter exper- 
ience of a,j car ago warns us that 
there is wisdom in the adage, "In 
time of peace* prepare for war. 

Financial Matters. 

I am unable at this time to discuss 
the finances of the city, for the 
son that the reports upon which such 
a discussion would be based will be 
lubmitted subsequent to the prepar- 
ation of this address. I am inform- 
ed that the correct expenses last year 
exceeded the revenues in the general 
fund and that the sinking fund and 
school fund were drawn upon tem- 
porarily for several thousand dollars 
meet the demands. This sum, 
however, is represented in substan- 
tial permanent improvements, chief 
among them being the new quarters 
for the Fire Department so urgently 
needed. I regret that you begin the 
present year handicapped by this 
transfer of funds, but feel confident 
that by careful management and by 
economy in expenditures, the citv 
will soon have these improvements 
paid for out of the proper fund 
without additional taxation. 

At the conclusion of the address 
the Mayor appointed the standing 
committees given heretofore. 

The Council elected Councilmen 
Armstrong and Clark to act with the 
Mayor as a Committee on Pardons. 
The various city officials submitted 
lonthly reports for December^ 
hich were received and filed. 
Annual reports were also suKmit- 
;d by the Treasurer, the Chief of 
Police, the City Judge and by the 
cemetery, workhouse and other 
committees. All of the reports we're 
received and referred to a special 
committee composed of Councilmen 
Jackson, Davis and Clark. 

The Health Officer's report was 
filed and will be considered at the 
next meeting, as Dr. R. L. Woodard

FRANCHISE 

ORDINANCE 



Hilliard M. Dalton, of Hopkinsville, 
Ky., appeared before the Board of 
Council and notified it that he desir- 
ed a franchise to construct, maintain 
and operate an electric street rail- 
way and lighting plant in the City of 
Hopkinsville, Ky., and requested 
said Board to pass an ordinance 
authorizing and directing the sale 
of such a franchise, whereupon, the 
folllowing ordinance was adopted: 

Be it ordaihed by the Board of 
Council of the City of Hopkinsville, 
Ky. 

That the City of Hopkinsville sell 
to the highest, and beet bidder a 
franchise to construct, maintain and 
operate an electric street railway 
and lighting plant in said City for a 
period of twenty years from and 
after the enactment of an ordinance 
by this Council, confirming such sale 
and granting of such franchise. The 
person or persons, company or cor- 
poration becoming the purchaser 
of said franchise, when sold, after 
said sale, shall have been confirmed 
by this Council, shall have granted 
to them or it, a franchise giving to 
him or it, their or its successors, as- 
signs or lessees, the followingprivi- 
leges, imposing on them or it, their 
or its assigns, successors or lessees, 
the following restrictions: 

Franchise. 

Sac. 1. Permisssion and full 
authority is hereby given to Hilliard 
M. Dalton, or the person or persons, 
company or corporation becoming 
the purchaser of this franchise when 
sold, to locate, survey and construct 
a street railway "with single and 
double tracts for passenger and 
freight railway lines, with all the 
tracks for turnout, side-tracks and 
switches in and upon and along the 
course of all streets of said City, and 
to keep, maintain, use and operate 
thereon railway cars and carriages 
in the manner, for the time, and 
upon the conditions hereinafter pres- 
ented. Provided that the Common 
Council shall have the right to grant 
the right of way to any bona fide 
corporation or company over any 
street not occupied by said railroad 
company, after giving said person or 
persons, company or corporation six 
months option to build a line on said 
street, said time to be computed 
from the date of their notification 
by the Board of Council. 

Sec. 2. The t ars to be used on 
said tracks shall be operated with 
electric power only, and said track 
and railway shall be used to transfer 
passengers or freight, but same 
must be operated and used at all 
times during the life of this fran- 
chise for the transportation of pas- 
sengers. The Board of Council 
.stall have the power. at all times to 
make inch regulations as to the rate 



of speed of running i such cars as 
public safety and convenience may 
require, and to affix penalties for 
violation of such regulations. 

Sec. 3. The tract of such ra'lway 
shall not be elevated above the sur- 
face of the streets, and same shall 
be laid so as to conform to the estab- 
lished grades of the street* of said 
City, and all work done hereunder 
shall be done under the supervision 
of the City engineer of the city of 
Hopkinsville, and in such manner as 
to be no impediment to the ordinary 
usejof the streets.and the passage of 
wagons, carriages and other vehicles 
upon, along or across said tracks, 
with suitable bridges at all the gut- 
ters so as to permit the f re* flow of 
the water in and along such gutters, 
and the said Hilliard M. Dalton, 
person or persons, company or cor- 
porations who may become the pur- 
chaser of this franchise, shall repair 
and repave so much of said streets 
as shall lie taken up or occupied by 
their said tracks and cars for same, 
and a distance of eighteen inches 
from the outside of each rail or 
track, and keep the same in good 
repair during the life of this fran- 
chise, and in the event of their fail- 
ure to do so, the Mayor and Council 
may prevent the use of their said 
tracks until such repairs are made. 
In the event any street repairing is 
required under this section, same 
shall be done in the same manner 
and out of the same material as is 
used in the construction of such 
street, over which said railroad 
shall pass. 

Sec. 4. All tracks of said streetr ail- 
way shall be of uniform guage, and 
the Mayor and Council shall have at 
any time, power to order the pur- 
chaser of this franchise to cause any 
such tracks to be taken up and re- 
laid at th,e expense of said purchase! 
whenever it is necessary for the 
purpose of regrading or repairing 
any street, and said Hilliard M. 
Dalton, or any person or persons, 
company or corporation who may 
purchase this franchise shall be 
liable for all legal damages which 
may be sustained by any person by 
reason of the carelessness or mis- 
conduct of any of their servants or 
agents in the construction or use of 
said railroad; provided that the ex- 
pense of taking up and relaying said 
tracks shall be paid by the contractor 
or corporation requiring such work 
to be done, excepting the city of 
Hopkinsville. 

Sec. 5, Said tracks shall belaid 
the center of the streets in all cases 
where it is practicable so to lay 
them, and except when a double 
track is contemplated, in which case, 
the track may be laid at such dis- 
tance from the center point between 
the two tracks, the center of the 
street. Provided however, that if 
said company shall have its depots, 
stations, power houses or car houses 
located on any lot fronting on^any 
street, they shall have the privilege 
of laying down turnout tracks lead- 
ing from such streets into such 
depots, stations, power houses or 

ir houses. 

Sec. 6. That cars shall not stop on 
any cross streets or street running 
at right angles with the street the 
car is on, for receiving or discharg- 
ing passengers or freight, so as to 
impede ar obstruct travel on .such 
cross streets, but to prevent same 
shall not so stop until after passing 
such cross streets. 

Sec. 7. The fare for each passen- 
ger carried on said street railway 
for any distance, shall not exceed 
five cents, and when desti- 
nation of a passenger requires 
him to transfer to another line, in 
order to reach same, said transfer 
shall be made without additional 
charge to said passenger. , Nothing 
in this section, however, shall be 
construed as preventing the said 
Hilliard M. Dalton, or the porson or 
persons, company or corporation 
who may purchase same, from fur- 
nishing cars for any special purpose 
at such rates as may be agreed upon 
between them or it and the contract- 
ing parties. Provided that no freight 
originally consigned to any railroad 
company shall be transferred or de- 
livered by the gran tea to any other 
railroad company in said city of Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., and provided further 
Una fee said Hilliard M. Dalton, or 
the person or persons, company or 
corporation who may purchase this 
franchise when sold, shall locate and 
designate a depot for tho reception 
and shipment of freight, and shall 
designate the streets approaching 
thereto, and departing therefrom, 
and the location of said depot and 
the right to operate on said streets 
shall be first approved, sanctioned 
and acquieseed in by the board of 



proviso is to prevent any ruse or 
subterfuge by which this franchise 
can be used for any purpose other 
than that presented to this council: 
a street railway and lighting plant 
in and for the city of Hopkinsville, 
Ky. 

Sec. 8. The cars or carriages of 
said company shall be run upon and 
along the tracks of said railway in 
conformity to the the following rules 
and regulations: 

No car shall be allowed to stop 
on the street crossings, or in front of 
any intersecting street, except to 
avaid collision or prevent damage to 
persons in the street, or take on or 
leave off passengers. 

2. All proper care shall be used 
by motormen to prevent injury to 
persons, teams, carriages and other 
vehicles. 

3. Motormen shall announce 
to .passengers in a distinct 
tone, the name of all streets crossed, 
as soon as the cars have approached 
such cross streets. 

4. That the rate of speed of cars 
so being operated upon the streets of 
the city of Hopkinsville shall be lim- 
ited to ten miles an hour.! 

5. The cars of said company shall 
be entitled to the tracks and in fall 
cases when any teams or vehicles 
shall meet or be overtaken by a car, 
such team or vehicle shall give way 
to said car, after being notified by 
the motorman by sounding the gong 
or otherwise. 

Sec. 9. Said Hilliard M. Dalton, 
or the person or persons, company 
or corporation purchasing this fran- 
chise when sold shall have the furth- 
er permission and authority to erect, 
maintain and operate at any place in 
or near the said city, which may be 
selected by the grantee, engines, 
boilers or any other machinery or 
apparatus necessary or desirable by 
said grantee for the purpose of 
manufacturing or generating and 
distributing electricity for illumi- 
nating purposes, and for motor pow- 
er for running fans or other machin- 
ery. All of said machinery and ap- 
paratus to be of the kind and fcapac 
ity selected and desired by said gran- 
tees and may be increased, changed or 
enlarged at any time, at the option 
of said grantee, and to manufacture, 
generate and distribute ele ctricity 
for , the purposes herein named, in 
such quantities as such grantee may 
deem adequate and necessary. 1 l 
Sec. 10. To erect in, and upon the 
streets, lanes, alleys, ways and pub- 
lic places of said city, poles for an 
electric light circuit or circuits and 
to wire- same for the purpose of 
furnishing motor power for electric 
fans or other machinery. All wires 
used for the circuit! or cir- 
cuits shall be of the best 
quality, number- 6 R. & S. Gauge 
line wire. All poles or towers erect- 
ed in or upon the streets, lanes, al- 
leys, ways or public places, and all 
line wires and guys, shall be so 
strung and at such a height as not to 
interfere with the free use of said 
streets, lanes, alleys, ways or pubh I 
places, All excavations made in or 
upon said streets, alleys, lanes, ways 
public places for the purpose of 
planting, changing or removing 
poles or towers, shall be refy.ed, 
packed and leveled to the same con- 
dition as before said excavation iwas 
made, and all poles shall be changed 
or removed when the same shall be- 
come decayed or from other cause 
become dangerous tothe life or prop- 
erty of the citizens of said city.

On 
the other hand, the heavens pre- 
sent to our consideration an infin 
ite number of double systems, 
each of which is divided into com 
parable masses. These double 
systems stand in direct contrast 
to tbe planetary system, where 
the central body has 74G times the 
mass of all the other bodies com 
bined."
